Rondoct (N. Y.), November 10th.—The Chairman 
of the Ulster County Democratic Committee has

Ulster 
county has heretofore been hrgely Democratic, but 
on the 2d inst. gave Garfield 130 majority. 
UmraoN (N. Y.), November 10th.—The Chairman 
and Secretary of the Democratic County Com­ 
mittee have served upon the Board of Canvassers 
of Columbia county protests against counting the 
Republican Electoral, Congressional, Assembly and 
coanty tickets, on the ground that sueh ballots 
were illegally indorsed. The proteste were ordered 
placed on file, and the Board adjonrned till Friday, 
to take legal advice en the question. The Board 
comprises twelve Republicans and ten Democrats. 
TMe Morey Letter Case. 
Nr.w York, November 10th. -S. S. Morey and 
Robert Lindsay were examined on the perjury 
charge to day. 
S. N. Morey, of Boston, testified that S. S. Morey 
never bad an uncle named U. L. Morey. 
Lindsay confessed that his true name was James 
O'Brien; he was a native of Washington, and was 
employed as a laborer in the gas house at George­ 
town ; he took the alias of Morey, and registered 
from Cumberland, Md. 
He wasa^ked what he had to say relative to the 
charge of perjury’, and Lc replied, “ I wish to make 
an explanation.-’ 
The Judge thereupon ordere 1 the reporters to re­ 
tire, and O'Brien’s statement was taken. 
It will be 
laid before the Grand Jury. 
Morey also made a statement, and the prisoners 
were then sent to the Tombs. 
Henry I. Johnson, Postmaster at Cnmbeikind, and 
editor of the Daily Wit new, said O'Brien is known 
to be a member of Cornell’s l and, and w supposed 
to liave been with Cornell when he shot at Pay­ 
master Faucett, on the Chesapeake and Ohio Canal. 
The T ra e Story—M orey and Lindsay Con* 
feft*. 
New York, November 10th.—The Tim e* fur­ 
nishes the following: When Morey and Lindsay 
were arrester! on Tuesday evening, the former, who 
is an invalid, was placed in charge of his uncle, 
John W. Morey, tho Boston policeman, who came to 
testify at the trial. Members of the family, especial- 
1> Mrs. Clara T. Morey, asked permission to see him, 
and the old ladv said she was sure she couM make 
“ Sammy’’ tell the truth. She visited him at the 
hotel w here his uncle had him in charge in company 
with other members of the family, and besought

offered to tell 
the whole story to Colonel Bibs, who was present; 
but Bliss, being the prosecutor in the forgery case, 
refused to hear it, and advised him to tell it to the 
magistratewheu he w as brought up for examination 
in the morning. Morey then made a confession to 
his uncle, and j esterday morning, when he appeared 
before Justice Morgan in the District Attorney’s 
offi e, was folly prepared to make a true statement 
of the means used to indue.) him to come to New 
York to testify falsely as to the existence of Henry 
L. Morey. As toon us he announced this determin­ 
ation the Justice had the room cleared, aud the 
confession was taken in secret. Morey said the 
scheme for bringing him to this city to testify 
as to the cxi tence of II. L. Morey originated 
in the law office of John Sanborn, in Lawrence, 
Mass., and was the result of a eonspir cy between 
Al Clark and Sanborn. Clark keeps the pool rooms 
in Lawrence, and Sanborn is a la vyer, and u-as a 
candidate for Presidential Llcctor on the Demo 
cr&tic ticket of Massachusetts. Morey was cram­ 
med by Clark in banborn's office before coming 
here, and both Clark and Man born knew he was 
coming to New York to testify to a lie. Clark vol­ 
unteered to come with him, pay his exi>crises and 
take him back out of the money he was to receive 
for his testimony. The two came to this city on 
the Saturday before the election, and Morey was 
quartered for the first two nights in the rooms of 
the National Democratic Committee. On the day 
after his arrival he was taken to the office of 
the paper which published the forgery, where he 
was asked if he could recognize the handwriting of 
Henry L. Morey, his reputed uncle. 
lie answered 
that he cou?d. * He said it was large and bold. 
He 
w'as shown no hot? 1 rcgbter at this time, but the 
next day was taken to the newspaper office again 
and shown the name of Henry L. Morey in the Lynn 
Hotel register, and asked if he recogniz d it. He 
said he did, and was taken away again. Every word 
of his testimony on the stand in the Philp case was 
alie: and he had been educated to tell it. 
When 
he left New \ ork to rot urn to Lawrenct, after giv­ 
ing his te3 imony here, he received $150 from the 
National Democratic Committee, in the form of a 
chec* drawn to his order on the National Park 
Bank of this city. He drew the money, refunded to 
Clark the advance which he had made for his ex- 
fienses, and went#home. 
Robert Lindsay, or James O’Brien, as he now 
claims hi* name to be, was also brought to the Dis­ 
trict Attorney’s office from the police headquarters, 
where he had passed the night, for examination by 
Justice Morgan on a charge of perjury, at about the 
same time Morey wis produced. 
While Morey was 
m>tkiug his confession Lindsay was kept in District 
Attorney l’helps’ office. An employe of the lawyer 
who had been defending Philp visited him, and after 
asking a simple question aud getting liis reply, 
hurried away, in a short time the lawyer’s employe 
retuined, said something to the prisoner, and again 
left. *• His lawyer has dtserted him,” said a promi­ 
nent official, when the clerk had gone. Lindsay 
look- d very much frightened, and after a few mo­ 
ment’s hesitation sent a request that Assistant Dis­ 
trict Attorney Bell would come and see him. When 
Mr. Bell arrived, Lindsay asked if acy confession 
would free h m from the const queue í of his crime. 
Bell answered that he could not promise that, but 
in the event of Lindsay confessing he should feel 
disposed to take into serious consideration the pro­ 
priety of dealing leniently with him. Liudray then 
expressed a wilhugness to make a full statement, aud 
was ushered into tho presence cf Justice Morgan. 
According to Lindsay’s story his real name is Jumes 
O’Brien; he is a native of Washington. D. C., 
where he has lived nearly all his life ; has done 
nothing in particular for a living, hut is one of the 
rough men about the city, and has been in the 
P.m tentury for disorderly conduct; was sent for 
to go to Cumberland just before the election bv 
Wm. M. Price, a candidate for Presidential Elector 
on the Democratic ticket, and when he arrived 
Price and a police officer named Birmingham 
instructed

in

in

to 
the Morey letter : they taught him the story 
which he was to tell, took him to the prominent 
uiues in the neighborhood, and tried to drill him 
into ail exact knowledge of their location and feat­ 
ures ; but as subsequent events proved, the time 
was too short or the nun too stupid. 
When the 
man was supposed to be thoroughly informed, Price 
andJBirmingham bought his ticket and sent him t > 
this city, consigned to the paper which first pub­ 
lished the letter. In the office of this paper he was 
questioned and given money, with a promise of 
more when his work was completed. His testimony 
from beginning to end was a fabrication. 
At the conclusion of the examination Morey w as 
returned to tue custody of his uncle aud Lindsay 
sent to the Tombs. 
A GENERAL WASHING OY HANDS. 
The lawyers for the defense all and severally wash 
their hands of any responsibility for the incnlriatcd 
witnesses, Morey and O’Brien. In the absence of 
Hart’s oounscl. the latter* partner said that as for 
Mr. Hart and ms counsel, they are entirely innocent 
of any impropriety in the m atter. 
Ineeed, .Mr. 
Hart caused O'Brien to distinctly understand before 
he gave his cridence that in so far as he told the 
truth he (Hart), would stand by him ; but if he 
caught him lying he would be one of the first to 
urge his punishment. 
The Tims* says : The only members of the Demo­ 
cratic National Committee in the city yesterday 
were Abram S. Ilewitt and Win. L. Scott* Hewitt 
said he knew nothing beyond what he had pre 
viously testified to in Court. 
He had spoken the 
whole truth, and had hoped to be relieved from any 
further connection with the Chinese letter. Hewitt, 
being reminded that O’Brien had sworn that he 
was directed to couic to New York by the National 
Democratic Committee, replied that shortly after 
the aileged Chiuese letter was published disir.tches 
printed in the Washington Post, in which O’Brien 
was said to be acquainted with Morey, came under 
his notice.

Happening to 
lie in charge of the committee rooms at that mo­ 
ment, Soott gave directions to scud the nephew on 
to New York. Scott left New York the same even­ 
ing. aud afterwards loar ed that Morey had arrived 
Sunday, but knew nothing more about him. Soott 
did not return until election day.

The evidence which we published 
yesterday morning, and that which we 
print to-day, may be said to tear the mask 
off the Ecoundrela who concocted the base 
plot. 
We have now the proofs that there 
was no Buch person as H. L. Morey, but 
that a man named Samuel Morey (now in 
custody for perjury) was bribed to testify 
that he knew a man named II. L. Morey, 
while another person was bribed 
to 
personate the mythical recipient of the 
forged letter, and to write the name of 
that myth upon a hotel register. 
As the 
case unfolds the abominable wickedness of 
it becomes more apparent. 
Here was a 
deliberate conspiracy, first to injure the 
reputation of a candidate by attributing to 
him a forged letter containing, as he him­ 
self has said, “ stupid and brutal senti- 
“ merits,” aud then to fortify this atrocity 
by hiring rogues to personato the imagin­ 
ary man to whom the forgery was addressed, 
and so to keep up and perpetuate the popu­ 
lar belief in the reality of the thing. 
If 
there is any crime in the calendar which 
ought to entail more lasting disgrace upon 
its perpetrators than this, we do not know 
the name or nature of it. 
If there are in 
the penitentiaries of the country . any 
villains who deserve incarceration better 
than the men who arranged this deed, we 
do not know where to look for them. 
Nor 
is it possible to suppose that liaruum and 
his adjutants were for a moment ignorant 
of the full rascality of the whole affair. 
When they saw that Garfield’s prompt and 
indignant denial of the letter was likely 
to endanger their plot, they at once pro­ 
ceeded 
to invent further circumstan­ 
tial 
evidence 
in 
its 
support, 
and 
they did this with as little scruple 
as 
any 
pickpocket 
or 
sneak - thief 
exhibits in the exercise of his businesB. 
The miserable old man Samuel Morey, who 
allowed himself to be bought and made a 
tool of by the conspirators, and the sham 
detective Lindsey or Barry, whichever his 
name is, who played his dirty part in the 
base business, will undoubtedly be pun­ 
ished in an exemplary manner. 
It is not 
enough, however, to have hunted down the 
tools. 
It is the principals who are now 
most wanted, and we trust that there will 
be no relaxation in the pursuit until they, 
too, are trapped. 
Of course the question 
of the spuriousness of the letter is settled 
by the new evidence. 
Proof of the fact 
thatno Euch manas Henry L. Mareyexisted, 
and that somebody was hired to personate 
him, is equivalent to proof that the let­ 
ter was forged. 
Nevertheless, the forger 
shonld be put behind the bars of the 
prison, along with the employers of the 
forger and all the rest of the agents in the 
infamous transaction. 
The most humili­ 
ating circumstance in the whole affair, how­ 
ever, is the fact thatCalifornians should have 
been found so lacking in intelligence, so 
fulsomely credulous, as to allow themselves 
to be influenced as to their votes by a 
fabrication which ought not to have de­ 
ceived even a child, it was so clumsy and 
inartistic, so unnatural and unreseonable.

Mr. 
Gladstone's presentation of the 
views and purposes of his government at 
the Lord Mayor’s dinner has been looked 
for with more than usual interest, because 
of the complexity of the problems with 
which the English Ministry íb at present 
confronted. 
It was no doubt expected 
that the Premier would on this occasion 
state the intentions of the Government in 
regard to the Irish state prosecutions, 
fully, but he appears to have handled the 
subject very cautiously, and merely to 
have intimated that while the Government 
is determined to rectify whatever palpa­ 
ble wrongs may be demonstrated in the 
Irish land system, it must as a preliminary 
restore order and law to that country. 
In 
doing this, Mr. Gladstone asserted, it 
would employ whatever measures might 
be deemed necessary for the enforcement of 
law and the restoration of order. He said : 
“ The obligation is incumbent upon us to 
“ protect every citizen in the enjoyment of 
“ life and property, and it may be thatun- 
“ der certain circumstances we may be 
“ compelled to ask for a certain increase 
“ of power. We will never anticipate such a 
“ contingency, yet if it arrives we will not 
* ‘ shrink from the obligations devolving upon 
“ us. ” This may be construed asan indication 
that Gladstone fully realizes the gravity of 
the Irish situation, and that he has no in­ 
tention 
of 
encouraging 
revolutionary 
movements by a policy of passivity liable 
to be mistaken for timidity. 
It has been 
evident for some time that the leaders of 
the Irish agitation are impelling their fol­ 
lowers, whether intentionally or otherwise, 
towards a collision with the Government. 
As a matter of course such a culmination 
to the laud movement would result in its 
forcible suppression, and would entail ruin 
and disaster upon those who have engi­ 
neered it. 
It often happens in such cases 
that the leaders find themselves unable to 
control the masses, aud that the arguments 
which were intended only to stimulate 
them to legitimate political action arc in­ 
terpreted 
as 
justification for 
lawless 
and therefore 
fatal 
proceedings. 
Mr. 
Gladstone’s Government has undertaken 
the experiment of dealing with Parnell and 
his colleagues by prosecutions. 
It remains 
to be seen whether this policy will succeed. 
There are precedents for it, undoubtedly, 
the O’Connell and Smith O’Brien agitations 
having 
been practically 
checked and 
brought to confusion by similar agencies. 
It is, however, absolutely necessary that in 
such cases the Government should possess 
evidence sufficient for conviction, for it is 
obvious that a failure to convict would 
only fan the flames. The relatione between 
the Irish agitators and the Government are 
at present peculiar. Ireland might be sup­ 
posed to have had more to hope from Mr. 
Gladstone than from any other Premier, 
and in fact the radicalism of his Irish re­ 
form policy has frequently brought him 
mto conflict with his own political friends. 
But while he stands ready to do all that 
can be done towards rectifying the rational 
demands of the Irish people, their leaders 
appear to be determined that he shall not 
have the opportunity to attempt any re­ 
medial legislation. 
Nothing can be clearer 
than the impossibility of wrestiDg reform 
from England by menace aud turbulence. 
So long as the law is defied everything 
must be postponed to its enforcement. This 
is the situation which is being forced upon 
the Government, and if the outcome is ad­ 
verse to the aspirations of the Parneilites, 
they will have only themselves to blame. 


Mr. Gladstone touches gingerly on the 
Afghauistau question, all he can say about 
it being that it has been fouud possible to 
withdraw 30,000 troops from the country, 
and that some portion of it has become 
“ restored to a more hopeful condition.” 
Of the condition of India, he appears to 
have said little or nothing, beyond the 
admission that the Government has not yet 
been able to accomplish all it wishes. 
The termination of the Zulu war is offset by 
the beginning of another with the Basutos, 
of the end of 
hich the Premier does not 
hold out any immediate prospect. 
The 
South African question, like all which con­ 
cern distaut anil little understood regions, 
has been much confused by ignorant crit­ 
icism, and up to the present time it is very 
difficult to ascertain whether the Boers or 
the natives, or the English Commissioners, 
are mainly responsible for the complications 
which have arisen. 
The broad view of the 
question Eeems to be that the Boers insisted 
on provoking hostility with the natives, 
and refused either to defend their territory 
intelligently or to let England defend it. 
As an exposed and weak frontier was a 
menace to the English colonies, something 
had to be done, and the real question 
is whether this something was done 
wisely or the reverse. 
As regards the 
Eastern Question Mr. Gladstone had no 
satisfactory news to announce. 
He de­ 
nied enmity to Turkey, declared his belief 
in the wisdom of the Treaty of Berlin, and 
said that the Government would maintain 
that treaty. 
He admitted that “ no pro 
“ grcss had yet been made on the great 
“ question as to European concert.” En­ 
gland could not undertake to carry into ef­ 
fect the Berlin Treaty single-handed, but 
she was doing her best to establish unity 
of action among iLe I’oweis, and he had 
just received a dispatch from the Sultan 
promising satisfactory intelligence from 
Dulcigno. 
All this is very vague, and not 
at all reassuring, but it íb evidently the 
best the situation presents. 
The Govern­ 
ment is surrounded by troubles any one of 
which might well overtax the resources of 
an ordinary cabinet, aud it must be con­ 
fessed that neither the home nor the for­ 
eign policy of the Liberal Ministers has 
thus far appeared particularly judicious or 
inspired. 
Of course allowance should be 
made for the extraordinary complications 
they are called upon to meet, but parties 
do not make such allowances, as a rule, 
and therefore administrations must bear 
the burden of full responsibility, whether 
it be juBtly theirs or not.

The Tuba Dam Completed and the 
R iver Turned into the Reservoir. 


A Detailed D escription of th e Splendid 
S tructures Erected by th e D rain­ 
age Commission 


T o C h e c k t h e F lo w o r M in in g D e tr itu s 
lu to th e N a v ig a b le H ir e r s . 


There can be no il ub t but th at the gravel, sand 
and much cf the finer sedim ent brought down by 
these rivers can be deposited almost wherever it is 
desired to pl&co them within the territory now 
covered by the sediments, and held there perm a­ 
nently by brush work only, to a bight varying from 
one to tw euty feet, in addition to the depth of 
detritus already in place. 
In these words the State Engineer of Cali­ 
fornia expressed himself to the Board of Di­ 
rectors of Drainage District No. 1 in July 
last. He bad reference to the Yuba and 
Bear rivers, and wa3 discussing a plan to 
check the wave of detritus and debris which 
is approaching this part of the Sacramento 
valley like a great wave, filling up the rivers 
and threatening to literally blot out and ren­ 
der uninhabitable one of the most populous 
and fruitful of all the sections of the Slate. 
Indeed, in the Yuba river alone the annual 
deposit of this mining Blum is found by en­ 
gineers to be no less than 
TWKKTT THREE MILLION CUBIC YARDS. 
The primary object of the State in estab­ 
lishing drainage directories and systems was, 
so far as this valley is concerned, to preserve 
and improve the channels of the main drains 
or navigable streams, which are great natural 
free highways—the heritage of all the people 
of the State. 
The object was not to restore 
the channels 
of their tributaries, which 
originally receive matter that is washed into 
the larger rivers, but to withhold in these 
tributaries all the matter that can possibly 
be held back, and thus enable the rivers be­ 
low to be scoured out and secured in their 
channels and restored, so far as can be, to 
their original navigable condition and carry­ 
ing-capacity, making remoto tl e danger from 
inundation, givii g permanency to the thous­ 
ands of homes in the great valley, and bring­ 
ing under more general culture its splendid 
agricultural lauds. The importance of such 
a work has never been questioned ; its value 
to the entire State is beyond cavil; the in­ 
terest of all the people of the commonwealth 
in the work is as great as in any other 
work which tends to populate the State, 
increase its homes and its wealth, develop its 
resources and divide the burdens of govern­ 
ment. 
IT WAS THIS GENERAL INTEREST 
Qf all in a great work which led the R ecord- 


U n io n to make a detail from its force to ex­ 
amine the restraining dam just completed on 
the Yuba river, above Marysville, aad to 
direct such a plain and simple description of 
it, divested of the mask of technical engineer­ 
ing terms, as should give the general reader 
a fair idea cf what has been done. This task is 
not without difficulty, for while the visitor to 
the works takes in the whole situation at a 
glance, and comes away a thorough convert 
to the theory of the plane, and a firm believer 
in their ultimate success, the reader must give 
the closest attention to the text and endeavor 
to picture the scene as it is sketched for him 
by the R e c o r d - U n io n , whose representative 
yesterday visited the works. 
The Yuba river debouches into the Feather 
river just below the city of Marysville. It is 
a turgid, rapid, treacherous Etream. It was 
once deep, clear, aDd flowed within high 
banks, on the plane of which stood the city 
of Marysville. 
Now the Yuba at high 
water is about on a level with the city streets, 
and sometimes above; the baDks have beeu 
obliterated, and the demoralized stream, a 
shallow and muddy Bheet of water, wanders 
aimlessly over a shining bed of sand and yel­ 
low mud cement from one to two miles in 
width, and in Hood times pours its waters 
here aud there over the land as they rush 
down its now precipitous and articificial bed, 
destroying towns and villages, and covering 
farms and orchards and agricultural lands 
with the gritty sands and the cement-like 
slickens, and as une goes up stream he notices 
in addition deposits of small pebbles, then 
larger ones, then t-tones as big as one’s fist, 
and 
lastly 
cobbles and rucks as large 
as pumpkins, l’asaing on up the river 
bed, broad, sandy and dry, with only 
a trickling 
stream 
in 
its midst, the 
visitor walks over spots where far below 
are the ruins of houses, where are buried 
orchards that once dropped their fruity wealth 
Hpon rich alluvial soil, ever pasture lands 
now twenty feet beneath the mining detritus 
and over rich bottom lands now buried in the 
everlasting gravel of a sandy avalanche. 
Eight aud a half miles above Marysville, the 
laud on the north side suddenly rises. It is 
the first roll of the foothills. Here the hills 
lift themselves from the desert of sand 
slickens and mud,' and their bald tops look 
down gloomily upon the river, here two miles 
in width—a scene of desolation as far up and 
down the stream as the eye can reach. A 
few weeks ago all tfcis space was tr.ickly 
grown with willows ; now it is cleared off, the 
brush having all been cut, with which to con­ 
struct 
THE RESTRAINING DAM 
That one sees now starting from the brow of 
the low swell of land on which he stands, 
and stretching in a direct line southward two 
miles across the sandy bottom, its farther end 
being scarcely distinguishable from this point. 
Its top is as level as engineering science and 
skilled workmen can make it, and it reaches 
across the desert waste like a great prism laid 
upon a flit and unobstructed surface. One 
realiz?s now that he has totally mircon.eived 
the character of this structure; that he has 
had uo true appreciation of its details, and 
when, in common with so many other citi­ 
zens, Le has expressed the belief that the dam 
would amount to no more than its name, that 
he spoke as one lacking knowledge of 
the subject, but now ready to confess the 
error of his uninstrueted judgment. 
The 
dam consists of brush, wire and logs. It is 
about 11,000 feet in length. It presents on 
its down-stream face a perpendicular front 
from 5 to 12 feet high, composed of the 
jigged butt ends of countless saplings, small 
trees and logs, with alternating layers of logs 
like stringers and rafters beneath a floor. On 
the up-river side it presents a face of gentle 
slope from the top to the river bed, composed 
of alternate layers of young willow trees cut 
in full foliage, laid top down and very thick­ 
ly, and interspersed by horizontil layers of 
heavy logs. On top of these trees is a layer 
of long logs parallel with the brush and placed 
closely together along the entire crown of the 
dam. On top of all is sand from two to three 
feet in depth, and graded to a gentle slope to 
meet the river bed. At the base this dam is 
from 63 to 70 feet wide. 


ON THE DOWN RIVER SIDE 
There extends outward for 55 feet a bed of 
willow mattresses, also covered two feet deep 
with sand. These mattresses extend some 
six or eight feet beneath the dam itself, anil 
constitute an apron to prevent the overfall of 
water from the lip of the dam washing out 
the earth at the foundation of the structure. 
.Such, in brief, is the dam, but it is advisable 
to describe the method of its construction, 
and that it may be clearer a rongh diagram, 
sufficient to indicate what is meant, is intro­ 
duced : 


It presents a cress section view of the dam, 
as if looking at its end. A indicates the 
location of the willow brush mattresses, the 
ends overlapping slightly and the inner edge 
of all passing well beneath the body of the 
dam, and the whole apron thus constructed 
sloping down river more gently than can be 
indicated in the diagram. 
Beneath this 
apron of mattresses will be seen round 
marks, which indicate beavy longitudinal 
h>gB that lie in the trenches, ten feet 
apart, and are cross staked down therein 
and wired strongly to the stakes. On these 
the mattresses rest, and to them are securely 
wired in turn. These mattresse», when the 
brush was laid loosely, were 30 inches thick. 
The brush was plac-d on an inclined frame­ 
work. Above stood workmen with long iron 
rods with a needle-like eye a:, the pointed end, 
the side of the eye being open. Into this slot 
the woiktnen passed the malleable wire; 
they then thrust it through the mass of 
brush, and workmen beneath them under the 
frame work, seized the wire, pressed it aside 


from the needle and inserted willow toggles 
—sticks 18 inches long. The workmen above 
then drew back their needles and wire and 
pulling taut on the latter with their feet each 
side of the wire, the brush was of coarse 
drawn together and thus packed to a thick­ 
ness of one foot. They then stepped forward 
two feet, sent down their wire threads agaiD, 
other toggles were inserted, and thus regular 
stitches were made from side to side. In each 
mattress are three or four or five—according 
to size—of these lines of stitching. The 
diagonal lines represent the brush thickly 
placed, sewed together with wire and wired 
to the intervening longitudinal layers of 
logs, the first and only visible one being in­ 
dicated on 
the 
face of 
the dain by 
the round marks at B. 
These layers 
of 
sewed 
aud 
matted 
willows 
vary 
from five to eight in 
number as the 
irregularity of the ground 
necessitates. 
The brush tops all descend to and are buried 
in the siud at C, but are closer together at 
that point than is possible to indicate in the 
diagram, which also makes the slope con­ 
siderably more abrupt than it is iu fact. 
The wave lines D indicate the top dress­ 
ing of sand and slickens, which begins some 
two or three feet below the lip of the dam 
and extends to the river bed, thickening at 
the junction of the dam and the plane of the 
bed to make that union of exceedingly gentle 
and easy slope. Extending from the lip of 
the dam downward and beneath the layer of 
earth is the layer of logs before mentioned, 
and wired down to the brush in the most sub­ 
stantial manner. 
The dam does not join the high lan 1 on 
the north, nor 
the levee on the south 
at 
right 
angles, 
but 
Ihe 
union 
is 
made by curved 
levees 600 feet long, 
4 feet higher than the dam, some 100 feet 
wide at the base, and with a slope of four 
and five to one on the upper side. Where 
these levees join the dam a massive square 
crib is placedi, made of logs bonded together, 
the crib being filled with brush and earth and 
the levee built over the crib. Into the side 
of each crib the brush dam enters and is in­ 
terwoven with and between its logs, and thus 
the two are bonded together. 
It should here be noted that as the brush 
in the dain was placed in position it was four 
feet thick, and each layer, prior to being 
sewed down with wire to the logs beneath, 
was pressed with great levers into a thick­ 
ness ranging from one to two feet. 


IT WILL BE SEEN 
That such a structure cannot wash away. It 
has little pressure to resist. The longer it 
reinaius the stronger it must get. The water 
will seep through it, and possibly rise and 
flow over i t ; but to do so it must flow over 
the whole leugth of the lip in a thin sheet 
two miles long. Meanwhile the heavy mat­ 
ter brought down will settle iu the basia or 
reservoir thus formed, and which has now a 
width of from one and three-quarters to two 
miles, aud a length of between six aud eight 
miles, anil will store, it is estimated, with 
ease, 75,000,000 cubic yards of solidly packed 
earthy matter. The dam cost, in round num­ 
bers, 8100,000 ; but the foundatiou being all 
laid, and the superstructure complete, addi­ 
tional hight can be given to it for one-fifth of 
its cost, sufficient to enable it to store 
twice the quantity 
of 
matter 
named. 
It is variously estimated, but by none 
placed at less than three yearB, in which this 
reservoir may fill with detritus. 
But the 
creation of this reservoir will, it is held, check 
the flow of water above it to such an extent 
that the heavy material will be deposited 
along the river far above the water-level line 
of the reservoir itself, and thus the quantity 
of debris to be checked by this dam is not to 
be measured by the simple capacity of the re­ 
servoir itself. ’ Nor is it to be assumed that 
the filling of this reservoir will be upon the 
plane of a water level; on the contrary, it 
will fill on the plane of the descent of the 
river l>ed, and thus the filling at the upper 
eud will be 
TAR HIGHER 
Than the crown of the dam below. This dia­ 
gram may serve to make this clearer : 


D 


C D is supposed to indicate the pres, .it in­ 
clination of the river-bed above the (lain C 
A. A to B is the length of the reservoir, 
and the line A B would be its water-level, 
but the filling will be on a parallel wi ii the 
bed i f the river, that is, paralltl with the 
liue E A. The line E F may be taken to 
represent the line of deposit cf matter above 
the reservoir when the latter is filled up with 
detritus. At the point B it is held, th* 
heavier debris, by reason of the flow of the 
water being checked by the descent into the 
reservoir, will b ’gin to ba deposited, and 
from there back for a long distance the tilling 
in will be great. 
Remarking upon this plan of compelling 
waters to drop their sands, State Engineer 
Hall said of tiie brush restraining dam prior 
to its construction: 
Thus, were the sand-covered fiats of the Yuba and 
Bear rivers flanked by high plains orrievees, they 
m ight l.e undo to ictain the sedim ent to be br,night 
down for a num ber of years to come, by simply 
causing the sanos to rest upon them on greater 
grades, by placing low permeable brush dams at 
short intervals * if space in the way of the 
currents, and adding to them from year to year. 
If we consider the width to which the waters of the 
stream s now- under discussion are spread at the 
points where it is proposed to construct brush dams, 
we will realize how they will be robbed of their de­ 
structive force by bciug led to encounter an obstacle 
such as a dam in th c lace of the entire front of their 
fiow. 
F o r instance, tiie extrem e flood discharge of 
the Yuba river is about 50,000 cubic feet per second, 
and its ordinary flood discharge does not exceed 
half that am ount, while its usual discharge through 
the w inter and spring is about 5,000 cubic feet per 
second. 
W ith a stick to brace himself, a man could 
almost wade across the Yuba river on the crest of 
such a dam at the tim e of its greatest discharge, and 
could certainly do so at the time of ordinary flood, 
provided the dam w as so placed and constructed that 
the water approached it with nearly equal velocity 
at ail points. 
ON THE SOUTH SIDE 
The dam connects with a levee which ex­ 
tends up stream to the high land and forms 
the south wall of the reservoir, or artificial 
bank of the river. This levee is 8 feet high 
and 10 feet on the top. It extends and is be­ 
ing extended also from the dam down river 
to the railroad crossing at Marysville, and is 
to be carried on to the Feather liver, and 
down it seven miles, with a width of 6 feet 
on top and slopes of 3 to 1 and 2 to 1. On 
the north side of the Yuba a splendid levee 
extends from the high land at its nnion with 
the dam down to the city of Marysville. 
This levee is of the most substantial charac­ 
ter, and is being “ brushed” its entire length 
—that is, the water face is being covered 
with willows, which are cross-staked down, 
and held by wires from stake to stake also. 
Iu addition, all along the water face of the 
levee, where the high waters will most im­ 
pinge, are placed scores of brush spurs. 
These spurs or revetments are about 150 feet 
long, are from 400 to 500 feet apart, aud run 
out at right angles to the levee, thus: C D 
being the line of the levee, and the shorter 
lines (S) the s¡ urs. 
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Each spur is constructed of willow brush 
laid alternately top up and end up, from the 
earth up to a ridge-pole held upon croes 
stakes, some seven feet high, driven well into 
the earth. 
The lower ends of the brush are 
buried in the sand, and the brush is firmly 
wired to the supports. These spurs resemble 
a hunter’s or woodman’s summer “ lean-to,” 
and present the sloping side to the advancing 
waters, check the current, and cause deposi­ 
tion of the sediment and a gradual filling up 
between the spurs. “ It is well known,” says 
Mr. Hall in his report on this subject, “ that 
a lattice fence forms a complete wind-break. 
Sands blown up from the beach are arrested 
and made to pile up in great dunes or ridges 
parallel to the water front by the construc­ 
tion or light wicker-work or brush fences. 
Similar constructions, which do not present 
euough resistance to the currents of water to 
be swept away or undermined by them, are 
now used to gradually check their velocity 
aud to force them to drop their sands—like 
those blown by the winds from the beach— 
where the engineer desires to have them 
rest.” 
From this account it will be seen that this 
first step of the Drainage Commission to 
check the flow of debris into the rivers aud 
its deposition in the valleys, embraces a (sys­ 
tem of stopping the matter in tbe Yuba 
river on a bed two miles in width, by spurs 
described and by a restraining dam sume 
nine miles above the mouth of the river, 
which shall become by tbe actiou of tbe 
river a peimsnent barrier, to be added to 
only as it is topped by the advancing slums ; 
and also by a_system of levees to coufiue the 
rivers to their natural channels, and to this 
latter end old levees are utilized where found 
available, and in Districts 1 and 9 in Sutter 
county, a levee is being built upon the west­ 
erly side of the Feather river, most of the 
work being done by the local authorities, 
who have this year alone expended in that 
way over $120,000. 


THE DAM STATISTICS. 
To retnrn to the dam, it is to be said that 
a similar structure is bemg built across the 
Bear river bottom, and that a like system is 
to be applied there as in the case of the Y aba. 
The Yuba dam is a -splendid piece of work. 
It has been built with great rapidity by 
Rideout & Binney, contractors. It was com­ 
menced August 25tb, and there have been 
employed from 500 to 800 men on it con­ 
stantly, and íq no case has |a Chinaman been 
employed. 
Some 500 hones have been 


worked on the dam. Independent of brush 
the dam contains 117,400 logs, averaging 
six inches at the butt ends and thirty- 
two feet in length. 
At the north end 
the dam is 12 feet high. The river bed rises 
at the south end, so that the dam is there but 
4.1 feet high. Over 100 miles of wire has 
been used in the dam. When the work was 
completed to the river where it flows deepest, 
the contractors wore compelled to throw out 
willow and saud-bag wingdams to check the 
current, to enable them to make and lay a 
foundation of mattresses. They thus pushed 
out into the stream until but 200 feet of gap 
was left. They then went above the dam 
and ran entirely across the river two lines of 
stakes four feet apart. Between these on 
Tuesday they threw brush and on top of 
that sand. Just above this work they put 
on scores qf plows and scrapers, and made 
an artificial channel in the sand through 
which 
at 
the 
proper moment to lead 
the river toward the north end of the 
dam, where, as stated, the ground is lower, 
that while the water was filling in that basin 
the whole force of men might be concentrated 
on closing the gap iu the dam. 


THE RIVER TURNED TESTERDAT. 
\ eBterday the culmination of the great 
experiment was entered upon. The day be­ 
fore had beeu an anxious one. The miners, 
as far up as Nevada, had shut off water stor­ 
ing all they could iu their reservoirs, the act 
resulting in a fall in the Yuba of four inches 
by Tuesday at 1 p. m. Scores of men that 
day, from Smartsviile and other points, came 
in on call of the contractors to increase the 
force necessary for the last great stroke at 
the gap, which was about one and a half 
miles from the noith end. Commissioners 
Parks aud Seat lea were early at tbe ground, 
as also numbers of other citizens from differ­ 
ent sections. Commi-sioner Knox was pre­ 
vented by illness from attending. Engineers 
Rhodes and Dolsen and their aids were pres­ 
ent, as also both contractors, Messrs. Ride­ 
out and Binney, and also Mr. Turton of Sac­ 
ramento, and press 
representatives from 
Marysville and Sacramento. It was found 
that 
in 
all 
probability 
the 
water 
could 
be turned into 
the 
new basin 
yesterday, anil consequently a large force of 
men was kept at work all night, and yester­ 
day, just before 10 o’clock, in the presence of 
the gentlemen named, the small dam across 
the riv e r above the gap was entirely closed, 
the wing-dam lower down was extended, the 
artificial scraped-out channel above the small 
dam opened, and th e waters of the Yuba be­ 
gan to fiow th ro u g h it n o rth w e ste rly toward 
the high lands and the junction of the re­ 
straining dam and the c u rv e d levee. They 
reached the barriers a little after 10 o’clock, 
but sank quickly in the dry sands. During 
ytBterdav a fte rn o o n one-half the river was 
mide to flow that way. Meanwhile hundreds 
qf busy hands were at work to close the gap 
iu the maiii dam, while others piled brush and 
s:»nd-bags u p o n the wing-dam, to still further 
reduce the fiow of water through the gap. It 
was 


A FIGHT AGAINST NATURE, 
And the river battled gallantly for its old 
familiar path. ' It had an efficient aid in the 
strong north wind, b it it wa3 not enough ; 
slowly the gap closed ; surely the prepared 
mattresses w ent down, aud wherever placed 
brush and earth were cast upon them, and 
thus new steps across the river from the south 
side were made. Meanwhile most of the 
river was wandering about in the low places 
of the new basin, sinking, as if from sheer 
exhaustion, in the thirsty sands, resting its 
flood in the deeper parts of the reservoir, or 
creeping in small rivulets along the base of 
the dam, seeking in vain for clear outlets. It 
was evident that the water will have to be 
piled up against the dam several hours before 
it will begin to seep through in any material 
quantities. 
Lest night 
came on with 
but little water in the 
gap, and that 
steadily diminisliing, and the Yuba, it 
was clearly- seen, will by- noon to day 
run dry below the dam, and for the first 
time, perhaps, in all its history, the stream 
will cease to flow by the city of Marysville, 
or to pour its muddy current into the Feather. 
Late last night the men were still at work at 
their giant task—the throttling of a river. 
It is safe to assume that this morning the 
gap is closed, aud that by high noon to-day 
the brush dam will be securely built upon 
tbe foundation, before tbe augty waters, after 
filling the basin to the north, can surge back 
to their old channel, in the vain endeavor to 
escape that way. They cannot. They must 


FILTER THROUGH 
The dain, as art has determined for them, and 
leave their destroyiug sands behind. 
They 
mustióse, as engineering science has appointed 
for them, to the crewn of the dam along its 
whole two miles of length, aud conquered, 
broken, discomfited, fall in a thin, harmless 
sheet over the lip of the obstruction, upon 
the apron below, and wander away down the 
many old courses, sinking in the sands till 
their thirst is slaked, beating sgaiust the spurs 
along the north levee when the floods come, 
leaving behind them still more of their sedi­ 
ment, and finally reach the Feather river in, 
let it be hoped, a much purified condition ; 
and as to that, time will tell. 
The {dans for the dam were prepared by 
State Engineer Hall, and had the approval 
and amendments of Captain Eads, and have 
liei1 ii carried out uuder the supervision of Res­ 
ident Eugiueer C. D. Rhodes, Mr. Dolsen, of 
Mr. Rhodes’ corps, being the engineer in 
charge at the works. The Commission under 
which the whole work has been done consists 
of W. H. 1’arks of Yuba, Niles Searles of Ne­ 
vada and W, F. Knox of Sacramento.

The City Board of Education met last 
evening. 
The principals of the two grammar schools 
were authorized to readjust the work in arith­ 
metic so as to lessen the tasks of the fourth 
grade, in accordance with suggestions made 
by them. 
The Committee on Vaccination, by Mr. 
Hornblower, reported that the Board of 
Health would provide for the vaccination of 
all school children needing it, notice to be 
given to the public as soon as the vaccine 
matter arrives. 
A communication from the Boardof Health 
was also received, stating that it was the 
opinion of the Board that revaccination of 
children ought to be repeated where a la|ise 
of not more than seven years has taken place 
since such vaccination. 
The Board ordered that all pupils attend­ 
ing the public pcbools must furnish a certifi­ 
cate of a physician that they are sufficiently 
protected by vaccination. 
The time within 
which this is to be done was left blank, to be 
filled when 
the Board of Health gives 
its notice of readiness to vaccinate. 
It 
was 
understood that 
the 
certificate of 
family 
physicians 
will 
be 
sufficient, 
and 
that children need not necessarily 
go to the vaccinators to be appointed by the 
Board of Health. 
It was resolved that all 
principals, teachers and janitors must also 
furnish 
certificates 
of vaccination. 
The 
Board directed the Secretary to furnish blank 
certificates to ell school children for physi­ 
cians to sign. 
Miss Masen was granted two 
weeks leave of absence. 
The Superintendent offered a preamble and 
resolution reciting that the tasks in the gram­ 
mar schools in many cases were too great, 
and extending the grammar course to five 
years, the finishing course to be called the 
“ Post Grammar Grade.” 
Mr. Hornblower opposed the resolution as 
he did not believe the recitals of fact to be 
correct. 
Mr. Tracy opposed the resolution because 
the studies prescribed are required by la»’, 
and the Board of Education is not responsi­ 
ble therefor, and became he thought the 
resolution inconsistent with 
the previous 
recommendations of the Superintendent. He 
read a list of studies and the requirements 
thereunder. 
Superintendent Landes replied that he 
held the Board responsible for “ cramming,” 
and that “ cramming ” consists not in the 
number of studies prescribed, but in the brief 
time allotted by the Board for completing 
them. 
He read from reports of the educa­ 
tional departments of other cities to show 
that greater time is allotted for courses simi­ 
lar to those in Sacramento, as to the amount 
of work required. He held that greater work 
in lees time is required than in any other 
school department, 
lie alleged that the first 
grade grammar pupils have in Sacramento 
but from ten to thirty minutes for study, and 
are engaged from four and a half to five 
hours in recitations, and must study out of 
school several hours in consequence. He said 
that out of nearly 5,000 children from 5 to 
17 years in Sacramento, but a little more 
than half are in the public Fchools, and 000 
in private schools and 1,400 attend no schools. 
He was replied to by the statement by several 
that such children are compelled to work. 
The Superintendent reiterated that “ cram­ 
ming 
does exist in the Sacramento depart­ 
ment, and that children do not, with few 
exceptions, get the education contemplated 
by the system. 
He cited the proportion 
that graduate from the High School in 
support. 
He 
was replied to that the 
proportion here is greater than in several 
other cities, and that recitations of reading, 
writing, etc , require no “ study ” prepara­ 
tion. The Superintendent insisted that there 
is “ cramming ” in this department, and if 
the Board did not know it, or he could not 
convince them, he should hold himself clear 
of blame. 
Members of the Board cited the law, did 
not seem willing to credit the position of the 
Superintendent as correctly taken, and ques­ 
tioned the correctness of local citations made 
by him. 
Mr. Rowell, of the Sacramento Grammar 
School, stated that much of the “ recitation ” 
period is really oral instruction and saves the 
scholar study. 
Mr. Tracy said if too long lessons are given 
the Superintendent should correct the evil. 
He read a list of names of graduates wiihin 
two years who have good positions and are 
well educated and have not been to the Uni­ 
versity, and challenged the Superintendent 
to name five who have failed because of de­ 
fective educa o n. 
* Mr. Hornblower pronounced the preamble 
as without foundation, ami declarei 
that it 
wascalculated to injure the schools of Sacra­ 
mento in public estimation. 
The Superin­ 
tendent read a certificate from a number of 
grammar school teachers, setting forth that 
greater time is needed for the pursuit of the 
studies prescribed. 
By a vote of 4 ayes and 
J nays the preamble was stricken out. Ayes— 
Hornblower, Lord, Tracy, Griffitts. Nays— 
Ste.lke-, McOlatchy, YVeimeyer. 
The Board 
then ordered the resolution referred to the 
committee on course of study. 
A motion to 
reconsider was lost. 
The Board ordered 
thermometers 
placed 
in each class-room 
where them are none now, and that the teach­ 
ers keep the temperature at 75“. 
The Board 
ordered that the 25th and 2fith instants be 
school holidays. 
The Board adjourned after n livelv little 
debate of explanations between Mr. Landes 
and members of the Board.
